Go d ca n nev er be perfectly ful­ 
filled; he a sserted tha t fa ith is “ the 
end o f the la w fo r ev ery o ne tha t 
believ eth.”

He reg a rded 
the rig hts a nd liberties o f his fel­ 
lo w J ewish Christia ns a nd simul­ 
ta neo usly upheld the rig hts a nd 
liberties o f the g entile co nv erts. 
Pa ul mig ht well serv e a s a wa rn­ 
ing to tho se who frustra te the 
g ra ce o f Go d with na rro w, spiteful 
prejudices.

Es­ 
pecially is this tru e if the dress 
is one of those sm art fashionable 
cottons that the hou sewife wants 
to keep looking smart throu gh 
the season. 
Today , cottons can be washed 
in the tu b ju st as easily as ev er] 
if the finish of the material re­ 
ceiv ed close attention 
Look to I 
the label of new’ goods, whether; 
piece or ready to wear, for infor- j 
mation on residu al shrinkage and j 
color fastness when su bjected to 
light and washing. 
In regard to special finishes on 
cottons, su ch as the crispness of 
organdie or the glaze of glazed 
chintz, check carefu lly to make 
su re that the finishes are du r­ 
able. 
A du rable finish will wash 
for the life of the fabric. 
Light lau ndering of a garment 
before it becomes badly soiled 
will ex tend the life of the m ater­ 
ial by remov ing the dirt, du st 
and prespiration before they be­ 
come deeply embedded 
in

fabric, cu tting the threads and

:kly wearing them apart. 
Some 
lau ndering

recommended especially for fin­ 
er cotton dresses are the remov al 
of any trimmings,
